Ing'.-* examination was the testimony 
of Li/y.ie Rogers, keejwr of -the resort 
at 141 Ktiilroad street at the time of 
the HhooMng In which she testilic.l to 
Frelner's having visited the place on 
occasions previous to the shooting. 
Other witnesses had stated that be- 
fore that night, Froiner baa never 
been seen in the place. 


Dr. W. H. Knauss was recalled by 


the state ami asked regarding t.he firm 
of Osborne'.? death. 
He stated that 


Osborne die-1 at 12-45 on April 27. The 
fata! 32-cilihre bullet was identified 
by the witness, together with the re- 
volver. 


Lizzie Rogers was the next witness

ROOSEVELT 


TO UNION MEN 


He Discusses Labor Legislation With 


Gompers and Others. 


RECEIVED AT WHITE HOUSE 


Eight-Hour Law Should Not Apply to 


Canal Work In the Opinion of tho 
Chief Executive — Anti-Injunction, 
Chinese Exclusion and Immigration 
Also Aired. 
. 


Washington, March 22. — Samuel 


Gompers, president, and Frank Morri- 
son, secretary, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, heading a delegation 
of representatives of organized labor, 
were received at die White House by 
President Hoosevelt. All important 
labor organizations of the country 
WPTO represented. Secretary Morrison 
read to the president a memorial of 
the executive council of the American 
Federation urging action on the vari- 
ous demands foe. legislation being 
made by the organized labor interests 
of the country. 
The memorial dwelt 


particularly on the-fight-hour law and 
its enforcement on.government works, 
including the Panama canal, and the 
immigration laws, especially the Chi- 
nese exclusion laws. 


• Replying the president made an ex- 
tended address. 
On the subjects of 


general Immigration and the exclusion 
of Chinese labor . the president indi- 
cated that he wa^ Jin'practical accord 
with them, but on some other matters 
he differed with thein radically. The 
president said: \ ' 


"You speak of an eight-hour law. 


Every one of you knows that xve can 
not get white, labor,- can not get labor 
of the United States to go clown to 
Panama and woik. Just at the mo- 
ment we are working chiefly with 
negro labor from 'the West Indies. 
The conditions that make the eight- 
hour law proper here have no possible 
reference to the conditions that mako 
the eight-hour laxv entirely improper 
there. You hamper me in the effort 
to get for you what I think you ought 
to have in connection xvitli the eight- 
hour law when \ou make a request 
that is Indefensible: and to grant what 
would mean Indefinite delay and in 
jury to the work on the isthmus. 


"If your body objects to the passage 


of the proposed anti-injunction bill I 
have no question that you can stop it, 
for there is not a capitalist concerned 
who, simply as capitalist, is not 
against It. The law was worked ox-er 
and 
substantially whipped into its 


present shape at a number of confer- 
ences between representatives of tho 
railroad organizations, of the depart 
ment of Justice and of the bureau of 
corporations with me. It goes as far 
as I personally think It should go, in 
limiting the right of injunction. I do 
not believe It has any chance of pass- 
ing because there has been great criti- 
cism 
in both houses of congress 


against tho attitude of the administra- 
tion In going so far as we have gone; 
and if you think It is not far enough, 
why, you will have no earthly diffi- 
culty In killing the bill. Personally, I 
think th» proposed law a most admir- 
able one. 


"It is my deep conTictlon that wo 


must keep out of this country every 
Chinese laboier. skilled or unskilled: 
overy Chinaman of the coolie class. 
This Is what the proposed law will do: 
It will be done as effectively as under 
the p'esent law; and the present law 
is being handled with the utmost ef- 
ficiency. 
Hut I will do everything In 


my poxver to make it easr and cleslr: 
nhle for tho Chinese business and pro- 
fessional classes, the Chinese traxel- 
«rs and student--, to come here. and. I 
will do all I CHII to secure their good 
treatment when they come: and no 
l.,l,,,^:. „ ..,„.. i
